SIR, 


UR Advices from Vienna of 2d. of November 
are, that the Duke of Lorrain has acquainted that 
Court, that the French King will not Confenr that he 
fhou’d continue Neuter, which has occafion’d fevera! 
Conferences. From Berlin Nov. 9. They write that 
the Refolutions takenin the Conterences of Marienwar- 
der are kept very private, but by the great Preparati. 
ons are wadeinthe Arfenal there, ’tis thought War will 
fuddenly break out in thole Parts. Our Letters from 
Copenhagen of Nove 9. inform us, that the Swedes 
have 18000 Men of Regular Troops in Schonen, fo that 
we are likely to hear of a Bloody Action upon landing 
the Danifh Forces, which confift of 16000 Choice Men, 
befides 12000 more from Norway, which are to attack 
the Sweedifh Dominions at the fame time. From Ham- 
burgh they advife Nov. 12. That the Duke of Holftein 
Gottorp will not concern himtelf in the Quarrel be- 
tween the Swedes and Danes, but that the Elector of 
Hannover and the Duke of Mecklenburgh have refufed 
paflage co fome Sweedifh Troops, which intended to 
march trom Pomenaria into the Country of Bremen. 
Bruflels Nov. 14. Letters thither from Paris mention, 
that they have been much furpriz’d to hear from Madrid, 
that the Dukes of Veraguas and Medona Sidonia and the 
Marquis della Majoadu are diffatisfy’d, and will quit 
the Court to retire intothe Country, Hague Nov. 15. 
They contiuue frequent Conferences there between the 
Deputies of the State and Foreign Minifters, on tke 
great Affair of prelerving the Publick Peace on the 
northern parts of the Empire, they have nothing mate- 
rial from Paris, except that Bread continues at 6d. a 
Pound. 

London Nov. 10, The Right Honourable the Earl 
of Orford, Sir John Leake, Sir George Byng, George 
Dottrington and Paul Methuen Efquires, are appoint. 
‘ed Commiffioners to exectlte the Office of Lord High
